not wish to take 

positive action, but which wist- 

fully continues to go through the 

motions of trying to please every- 

one—and thereby pleases no one 
—not even itself. 


Secretary Dulles at present re- 
minds one of those old movies in 
which the hero was seen stag- 
gering about in circles in the des- 
ert, slowing dying of thirst, des- 
perately struggling toward ever- 
retreating mirages. 

Mr, Dulles pants after all mi- 
rages everywhere. 

He and the administration early 
lost themselves in the Middle 
East. 

One reason they did so was the 
feeling which pervaded the gen- 
thlemen who took office in Janu- 
ary, 1953, that they were commit- 
ted to reversing everything the 
Democratic administration had 
done. 


Reverses 

So they started out with a hard- 
money policy, 

They “unleashed’’ Chiang Kai- 
shek. 

They threatened Russia and 


China with ‘massive retaliation.” | 


They promised the farmers 
‘‘freedom’’ from Democratic con- 
trols and cut their price supports. 

They proceeded to alienate In- 
dian public opinion after Chester 
Bowles had brought that country 
into close and friendly contact 
with the United States. 

They began to play ball with 
the unstable and politically cha- 
otic governments of the Arab 
states. None was able to make 
an agreement with any assurance 
of keeping it. Yet this was one of 
the mirages which Mr. Dulles 
pursued most feverishly. 


Well before 1953 was done, the 
administration had to retreat in 
disorder from its hurried, imma- 
ture program of doing things ex- 
actly opposite from what had 
been the Democratic, policy. 


The Truman-Acheson policy of 
containment of communism, 
which! in reality was that of 
George Kennan, hurriedly was re- 
claimed. Hard money was soft- 
ened. Efforts were made to re- 
claim Indian good will. The 
farm mess was worsened, but 
now, in 1956, they seemingly are 
going back to rigid controls after 
all. (Mr. Benson can’t do other 
than resign if this happens.) 


But in the Middle Bast, where 
the governments are by no means 
yet escaped from feudal status, 
the administration continued to sit 
biting its nails and let things 
slide. 

It should have said from the 
beginning that Israel was there to 
stay and would have this coun- 
try’s protection. 

It should have done this not be- 
cause Israelis Israel, or because 
in* New York State the issue is 
important politically. 


Policy 


It should have said this firmly 
in 1953, because Israel is a West- 
ern outpost and a stable, friendly 
government in a land otherwise 
void of stability. 

It should have taken that posi- 
tion for the hard, pragmatic fact 
that Israel is important to our 
own security and that of our ally 
Turkey and what remains of Asia. 

It further should say now, to 
Egypt and Syria, that if they in- 
sist on an arms race they can 
have one. We should not permit 
Israel to be surrounded by more 


heavily armed rivals, not for Is- - 


rael’s sake per se—but for our 
own. 

It is not the fault of Israel that 
Egypt for centuries was corruptly 
ruled, Israel did not create the 
evil King Farouk who exploited 
his own’ country and its army. 
Israel does not commit Syria to 
maintaining a large army class 
which impoverishes the rest of 
the country. Israel has not de- 
pressed the peoples of the Arab 
countries. Their own rulers have 
done it. 

The administration must know 
that as Egypt takes more delivery 
of Russian arms and as the train- 
ing of her officers and noncoms 
is completed in Communist coun- 
tries, Egypt will step up the bor- 
der clashes. , it already’ 
is happening.

Rules Out New York Firing 
In Fifth Amendment Case

WASHINGTON, April 9—The Supreme Court denied 
New York City today the right to dismiss a college pro- 
fessor for invoking protection of the Fifth Amendment. 


In a 5-to4 ruling, the high 
court held that the “summary 
dismissal’ of Dr. Harry Slochow- 
er, a teacher of German and lit- 
erature at Brooklyn College for 
27 years, “violates due process 
of law.”’

Gov. Marvin Griffin merits the com- 


‘Basically, it is that any third party move- 
tment is “futile.” 

* He is correct. A third party movement 
4s not even a protest. In 1948 there were 
two extra parties, that of the Dixiecrats 
and of Henry Wallace’s Progressives. 
‘These two, plus the Republicans, were 
not enough to defeat Harry Truman. The 
Dixiecrat movement was created for that 
specific purpose. It succeeded only in ap- 
pearing ridiculous. 

In 1952 the same forces and the same 
mentality moved over to the Republican 
Party. It was a witless act, quite in 

with that of 1860 when only the 
Yact of the Democratic Party split enabled 
‘Abraham Lincoln to be elected. 
' ‘As Gov. Griffin has said, both parties 
#re committed to civil rights programs 
‘and to implementation of the Supreme 
Court’s decision. But the Democratic 
Party offers the better chance of working 
out the problem in a manner which con- 
siders the human and sociological fac- 
tors involved. 

The Democrats as a party would have 
been in a stronger position in trying to 
handle this agonized crisis had it not 
been for the blindly wilful ones who 
went off into the third party movement 
in 1948 and then deserted to the Repub- 
licams in 1952. 

Gov. Griffin has not retreated at all 
in his opposition to the court’s decree. 

But he has seen that a third party 
movement is meaningless, even as a pro- 
test, This country’s present form of gov- 
ernment will survive only as long as we 
aré a two-party nation. Should the multi- 
party condition arrive, as in France and 
Italy, then will our system of representa- 
tive government break down.

The visit also coincides with another 
crisis in the nation’s foreign affairs. The 
Middle East is on the verge of war—a 
war which we could not escape should it 
come. The crisis is one for which the 
United States seems to have no policy 
and our lack of leadership is being criti- 
cized at home and abroad. 

There is little doubt but that the Arabs, 
led by Egypt's Gen. Nasser and financed 
largely through American oil royalties to 
Saudi Arabia, intend to destroy Israel. 
They are receiving increasing quantities of 
arms from the Soviets and are shifting 
the balance of military power from 
Israel to the Arab nations, 

While the President enjoys his Au- 
gusta vacation, let us hope that he can 
find the time to think about this Middle 
East crisis before it flares into another 
flaming war.. The present confused situ- 
ation seems headed straight in that 
direction.

Interest in the Sciences 


Begins in High School 


Interest by the Georgia State Cham- 
ber of Commerce in the teaching profes- 
sion. is an indication of awareness by 
business that @#ture economic progress 
largely will depend upon education. 

t only must the schools help pro- 
vide the skilled manpower needed in an 
industrial society, but it must promote 
earning power to keep the consumer 
wheels rolling. 

Concern by business with the problems 
of education is becoming more and more 
- nationwide. The larger corporations are 
making bigger and bigger educational 
grants, offering scholarships and research 
opportunities. They are also becoming 
concerned with teaching and elementary 
and high school programs. : 

Most recent of the large concerns to 
make a major move in education is the 
Shell Oil Co., which has become aware 
of the lack of mathematics and science 
offered in high school curriculums. The 
company is establishing fellowships for 60 
high school science and mathematics 
teachers at Cornell and Stanford Univer- 
sities to promote interest in the sciences in 
high schools. 

Monroe E. Spaght, head of Shell Com- 
panies Foundation, points out that only 40 
per cent of 1953 college graduates who 
eee and math- 
ematics were teaching a year after gradu- 
ation. The result is that over half 
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1900 to 24 per cent today. 

Only 27,800 engineers of all kinds 
will graduate from college in the 1955- 
1956 school year—against a demand for 
30,000 to 40,000. Much of the blame for 
this is placed on lack of instruction in the 
sciences in high schools—at a time when 
students are being interested in their life’s 
work. 

The company seems to have a good 
idea to attack the problem more nearly 
at its source—the high schools. And cer- 
tainly Mr. Spaght is right in saying that 
few countries neglect their teachers so 
“shamefully” as the United States. 

Georgia high schools, as well as those 
in every other state, must give more at- 
tention to basic mathematics and sciences.

Cancer’s Appalling Toll 
Demands Action Now 


As the drive for funds to finance the 
program of the American Cancer Society 
gets under way, it should be noted that 
great headway is being made toward find- 
ing a cure for the disease. - 


While far from being licked, more 
progress has been made in control and 
cure of the disease in the last decade 
than in all previous years. This has been 
due in large measure to funds voluntarily 
given during these annual drives. 


Such progress has been made, in fact, 
that a breakthrough is anticipated at 
almost any time. Alteady some formida- 
ble jweapons have been found, providing 
clues to eventual cures. 


Currently a team of 50 American and 
European scientists are compiling data 
collected through the years in cancer re- 
search. This is a project of the society 
that could speed up the research pro- 
gram by many months. 


Today the only proved methods of 
curing cancer are radiation and surgery. 
And these are effective only if thé ma- 
lignancy is caught in its early stages. The 
American society ahd its Georgia division 
have rendered invaluable service through 
an educational campaign that has alerted 
the people to the danger and symptoms. 

At the present rate of occurrence, 
cancer will strike one in every four 
Americans now living—more than 40 
million people. It will occur.in two of 
every three families. It is killing at the 
rate of 245,000 a year, despite the fact 
that 80,000 were saved from dying of 
the disease last year. 

And strangely enough, more men than 
women now die of the disease. There has 
been a steady rise in the cancer death 
rate since 1934. 

Medical science is sure that it is on 
the right track in finding a cure. That 
is why this year’s drive is all-important. 
The national goal is 26 million dollars. 
Fulton County is asked to raise $198,000. 

‘Certainly the facts and figures out- 
lined above justify our every effort to 
combat the disease. There is a cure for 
cancer and it must be found. Our con- 
tributions will help with the task.

FBI Duties Include 
Civil Rights Field 


WASHINGTON—It is evident that the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation is rendering a valuable 


and timely service in taking the ‘initiative to _ 
equip the nation’s 200,000 state and local enforcement officers with a 
fuller understanding of the role of the federal government, including 
the FBI in safeguarding civil rights. 


The FBI’s specialized civil rights 
schools which are now being con- 
ducted throughout the country were 
carefully worked out on a pilot 
project basis during the past two 
years. : 

The FBI reports the widest re- 
sponsiveness and cooperation by 
state and local law officers. 

What, I think, is not generally 
appreciated is the large responsi- 
bility which the federal govern- 
ment, including the FBI as the 
investigative arm of the Depart- 
ment of Justice, has as a. protec- 
tor of civil rights guaranteed by 
the Constitution. | 

This point is strongly stressed 
in the instruction which the FBI 
uses in the day-long seminars with 
state and local officials. It in- 
cludes such facts as these: 

That the individual is protected 
against the federal government by 
the Fifth Amendment which for- 
bids the federal government to 
deprive any person of life, liberty 
or property without due process of 
law. 

That the individual is protected 
against the state governments by 
the 14th Amendment which forbids 
the states from depriving any per- 
son of life, liberty or property 
without due process. 

That the function of protecting 
the individual from invasion of his 
basic rights falls to the federal 
government and especially to the 
Supreme Court.

In all its civil rights schools the 
FBI enumerates the following as 
the principal rights which it is 
the duty of the federal government 
to protect against state invasion 
and against interference by per- 
sons acting under the color of 
the law: 

1. The right to be free of illegal 
restraint of the person.

3. The right to be immune from 
physical violence applied to ex-

4. The right:to be immune from 
punishment except after fair trial 
and conviction by due process. 


5. The right to be free from in- 
terference with the free exercise of 
speech, press, assembly and re- 
ligion. 

The FBI émphasizes that its role 
in investigating civil rights viola- 
tions stems from specific legisla- 
tion as well as from the Consti- 
tution, that the 13th, 14th and 15th 
Amendments direct Congress to en- 
force the guarantees by appropri- 
ate acts. 

The local law enforcement avu- 
thorities need to realize that the 
FBI is simply carrying.out its 
statutory duty in investigating 
civil rights violations the same as 
it does in investigating bank rob- 
beries or extortion violations.

Juvenile delinquency may or may not be growing—in this, the 
lush spring season. But I know one thing: Juvenile delinquency 
conferences are flourishing like the crab grass in my tulip bed 
or the well-known green bay tree, if you want a classic example. 

Six hundred parents and child specialists (whatever in the 
world a ‘‘child specialist’ is) from 15 states have just finished 
the annual conference of the Child Study Association of America 
and some of us have been waiting with bated breath for their 
report. 


It’s the eternal optimist in me, I suppose, but I keep thinking 
some of these specialists are going to come up with some of the 


answers. And maybe they have, The New York Times News | 
Service had a report on what some of the speakers said at the | 


conference, and although it’s hard to gauge the value of a lot 
of talk, much of this particular talk sounded good to me. 


Dr. Alan Gregg, vice president of the Rockefeller Foundation, 


for instance, said something that’s been bothering me for some ° 


time. 
There’s danger, said Dr. Gregg, that we're becoming too 
pedantic about children. 


While parents are busy studying youngsters, he said, young- 
sters are even busier studying them. And the children may do 


‘a better job for they are “‘blessedly free from theories that will 


blind them to what they actually observe.’’ 
“Blessedly free from theories that blind’’.. . isn’t that lovely? 


It’s too bad the same can’t be said for all of us. Theories are 
often so much easier to cope with than sharp-edged realities. 


The theme of the conference was a good one. ‘‘Wanted: Re- 
sponsible Individuals.’’ Dr. Peter B. Neubaurer, psychiatrist and 
director of the Council Child Development Center, said one way 
to develop responsibility in children was to give them more of 
it. He added that our insistence on safety and security may have 
to give way to ‘“‘the calculated risk,’’ allowing children the privi- 
lege of tripping up once in a while, in order to help them grow up. 

Of course, the other extreme to this fs the sink-or-swim ap- 


proach, which none of the speakers advocated. 


Dr. Nathan Cohen, associate dean of the New York School 
of Social Work, had a couple of fine points. He suggested that 
many adults might move more decisively toward acceptance of 
individual responsibility if it were not for the attitude currently 
prevalent in some circles that everyone would be better off if 
he could have a psychiatrist, a counsellor—a ‘‘helping person’’ 
of some sort—ever at his shoulder. 


“There is something wrong with a society that thinks this is 
necessary all through life,’’ said Dr. Cohen. 

Dr. Cohen’s other point was that too much emphasis has. been 
put upon freeing children from adult authority and helping 
them ‘‘adjust to the group.’’ Some adults have failed to realize 
that freedom from arbitrary authority means only freedom 
to make choices but does not release us from the consequences 
of our choice, he said. Similarly, ‘‘adjustment’’: too often becomes 
mere conformity at the expense of creativity and personal in- 
tegrity, he pointed out. 

All these speakers seem to judge our child-rearing methods by 
the current crop of adults they have produced, which is a fresh 
outlook. I’ve noticed that most speakers on the subject seem 
to take it for granted that the way they were reared was simply 
fine, as behold the result.
